The wrecked train was the express 
which left here over the Soc line, en 
route from

None of the Passengers Escaped. 


The 
day 
coach, 
which 
was 
the 
fourth from the end of the train, was 
the first to leave the rails. 
The train 
was running at forty miles an hour 
and the momentum carried them down 
the hill in a terrific plunge. 
About 
twenty-five passengers were In this 
car, and it is practically certain that 
none escaped. 
Two minutes after the first crash 
only the roof of the day coach showed 
above the floating 
ice 
in 
the river. 
The second class car, the 
next car, 
smashed against the end of a culvert 
and 
was 
crushed 
like 
an 
eggshell. 
Some of the passengers were killed 
outright, but 
others, caught 
in 
the 
wreckage, wnich almost im m ediately 
broke into 
flames, were 
roasted 
to 
death before they could be rescued. 
The stanch construction of the din­ 
ing car saved its occupants. 
It fol­ 
lowed the day coach to the very brink 
of the river, but every one on board 
escaped without serious injury. 
The sleeper turned over on its side 
on the em bankment. 
There were only 
some members of the train crew in 
the sleeper at the tim e and they es­ 
caped with slight injuries. 
Every man who was able to stand 
turned to the work of rescue. 
Snow 
was piled upon the burning second 
class car and the train crew and unin­ 
jured passengers did some heroic work 
in trying to rescue those pinned in the 
burning wreckage. 


Eight Bodies Taken From Ashes. 


The second class and tourist, cars did 
not reach the water, but burned to 
cinders half way down the em bank­ 
ment. 
From the ashes of these cars 
the eignt bodies recovered were taken, 
but they were so badly charred as to 
render identification so far impossible. 
The scene of the accident is a wild 
one. 
it is billy and rocky and in this 
vicinity the worst wrecks of the Cana­ 
dian Pacific railway system have oc­ 
curred. 
The accident is said to have 
been due to a broken rail, despite th. 
fact that a fast freight had been over 
the same 
rails a 
few’ minutes

FIFTEEN MEN KILLED 


BY AN EXPLOSION 


Bodies ol the Victims Are Ter 


ribly Mutilated, 


PAULHAN’S GREAT FEAT. 


French Aviator Tells How He Broke 
Record of World’* Altitude Flight. 
Louis Paulhan, the French aviator 
who recently made a rem arkable dight 
at the aviation camp iu Los Angeles, 
Cal., during the aviation meet, when 
iu a biplane he reached an altitude of 
5,000 feet, wrote this story of his rec­ 
ord flight: 


Fishkill Landing, N. Y., Jan. 22.— 
Fifteen men, three of them Americans, 
were killed by a perm ature explosion 
of nitroglycerin in a tunnel w hich is to 
form part of the great aqueduct which 
w ill carry water from the Ashokan 
dam in the Catskills to New York city. 
Five were terribly m utilated, but were 
so near the mouth of the tunnel that 
they were rescued alive. 
The other 
fifteen were found beneath a mass of 
rock and debris, literally hammered 
by the force of the explosion into a 
bleeding 
mass of 
heads, limbs and 
“I had no thought of danger when I 
was a mile Iii tire air. 
I was as safe I torsos. 
and secure as when flying tw enty feet I 
The cause of the explosion has not 
from the ground. 
I could have gone [ been 
ascertained, but 
it 
is believed 
to sleep and my good machine would 
have carried me safely through the 
night. 
There was no gusty wind, and 
I rode on the air as gently as lf I were 
In an easy chair. 
The air was cold, 
but intensely exhilarating and wonder­ 
fully pure. 
It is impossible for me to 
describe my feelings. 
It was exactly 
as the birds feel. 
I know their lan­ 
guage now. 
“When I left the ground w ith my 
Furman machine I determined to beat 
the record for altitude. 
I succeeded. 
My eyes, hurt rue a little, but I e x -| 
perienced no fear or dizziness. 
a wonderful sensation to fly so high. 
The ocean and the valleys and moun­ 
tains looked like a big plate, here and 
there a speck. 
I was watching my

in the movement, causing a 
threat on the part of the meat trusts 
to discontinue shipments to that state. 
M ilw aukee has hammered the price 
of sirloin steak down to IO cents a 
pound and pork steak to 7 cents and 
the papers are filled with advertise­ 
ments of meat at these prices. 
In New York the demand has de­ 
creased just 50 per cent in two weeks. 
Retail dealers claim they will not *>e 
able to last much longer and that the 
meat trusts w ill he running th eir own 
shops if the boycott is continued. 
Kansas C ity has an enrollm ent of 
RO,OOO so far and Baltimore, Omaha | 
and Memphis are not far behind, 
tn 
Pittsburg 
petitions

circulated 
asking people to abstain from meat 
for th irty days, beginning next Tues­ 
day,
